first thing necessary to do is to be in good spirits, or at 
feast in the humour for society. If you have any grief 
or care to oppress you, and have not the strength of 
will to throw it off, you do yourself an injustice by 
entering the society of those who meet for mutual 
entertainment. Nay, you do them, too, a wrong, for you 
risk becoming what is commonly known as a “ damper.” 
‘I he next point is to remember that the mutual enter- 
tainment in society is obtained by conversation. For 
this you require temper, of which I have already 
spoken ; confidence, of which I shall speak elsewhere; 
and appropriateness, which has been treated under 
the head of “ Conversation.” I have already said 
that that man is the most agreeable to talk to who 
thinks out of society as well as in it. It will be ne- 
cessary to throw off all the marks and feelings of yuur 
profession and occupation, and surround yourself, so to 
speak, with a purely social atmosphere. You must re- 
member that soviety requires equality, real or apparent, 
and that all professional or official peculiarities militate 
against this appearance of equality. You must, in the 
same way, divest yourself of all feeling of superiority or 
inferiority in rank, birth, position, means, or even ac- 
quirements, You must enter the social ranks as a 
private. If you earn your laurels by being agreeable. 
you will in time get your commission. Having made 
this mental preparation, having confl lence without pride, 
modesty without shyness, ease without indolence, and 
sa ee — you may enter the drawing- 
room, &nd see in what way you may best 
agrecable.— Habits of Good "Society, eae 
ENGLISH AND American Posiic Meyx.—The aal a- 
es of high office ia England, though much larger than 
in America, are certainly not much larger when com- 
pared with the average “ first-prizes” of professional life 
aod the average incomes of the classes with which men 
of high official rank are called upon to live. An English 
Premier without private fortune, like the younger Pitt, 
or Mr. Canning, or Lord John Russell, is no better off 
relatively to the soviety in which he is to move, on his 
salary of £5,000, than an American Secretary of State 
on his salary of 6,000 dols. Even in the city of New. 
York, private incomes of from 10,000 dols. to 20,000 dols 
per annum are more rare than are private incomes of 


as many pounds in the court circle of London; while if 


we take the United States at large as the basis of the 


proportion, it is beyond a doubt that the American Se. 


cretary’s dollars put him far more at his ease, all things 


consicered, among the opulent order of his countrymen, 
than do the Koglish Premier’s pounds. It is true that 
in the or. se of some, though not of all the high officers of 
the Faglish State, a system of graduated service pen- 
tous supplies an element of financial stability to the 


English politician’s career, which is lacking on our side 
oi the water. But this system is of such application 
that it did not prevent Pitt from dying more deeply in 
debt than Webster, or Sheridan trom ending his days in 
greater trouble and distress than Munroe. Our public 
men ought to be well paid certainly, and it may perhaps 
be questivned whether they are, after all, very inade- 

quately paid in a country which sees ninety-six in every 

hnandred of its merchants die as bankrupts, and but the 

exceptional tens out of the crowding hundreds of its 

professional men close their eyes upon a competence. 

Engiand is a land of fortunes, America of incomes, and 

the ceaseless financial flux of our society tends to keep 

us all more nearly at a level than it is possible Eng- 

lishmen should be. The cruicial difficulty of an exist- 

ing system, and the germ ot its werst fruits must be 

looked for less in the Treasury of the State than in the 

apathy of the citizens. It the higher order of Ame- 

ricans shrink from the public service, it is not that 

they commonly hold their talents at a higher market 

rate in cash than the State will offer, but that they 

hold their characters too high for the preliminary con- 
descenzions of the caucus and the convention. Let 
honest men once undertake in earnest the “ primary 
meeting,” and we need not gravely concern ourselves 
about the flaancial demands of their nominces.— New 
York Times. í 

Tae Tammo Fisn.—For my owfi part I have felt 
a good deal of compassion for the poor animal who is 
now being exhibited to the gaping muititude as the 
Talking Fish. They say he does not talk well, Nature 
never intended him to be an orator. And yet she has 
given him, I am told, some sound and genuine claims 
of his own to public attention.

Deer CuLttrvaTion—As a proof, and speedy means of 
realising or substantiating the theory of deep culture of 
the soil, for the further advancement of agricultural 
pursuits, and assisting our undegstanding in the nature 
and true properties of the un soil, as pabulum for 
the growing corn, [am resolved this year, by way of 
experiment (others, of course, will do as they please, 
although I would advise them to do the same thing) to 
bestow three extra pennyworth of manual labour on 
each and every rod ot one stitch in all my fields of corn I 
sow for crop 1861, either with the spade or fork, in addi- 
tion to other ordinary preparation and sowing of the said 
fields ; this to be done just previous to the sowing time, 
when all will be sown aod treated alike in other re- 
spects, Moreover, I intend to do it myself, or superin- 
tend and watch circumspectly the assistant labourer 
I shall emply to pertorm it, in order that I know the 
work is done, aod witbout any gibbing, about an equal 
depth that the “steam plough” is expected to perform 
it, and 1 do it with almost sure and certain hopes of 
success, The weather, after another parenthesis of 
three weeks’ rain and absence of sua, is now flee 
and drying again.

ten miles above Tien-tsia. Sir John Barlow estimated 
the distance from Tien-tsin to Tung-chow at eighty 
miles; but Captain Sherrard Osborn is of opinion that 
this is an over-estimate, and he has arrived at that 
opinion because he found that Sir John had over- 
estimated the distance from Tien-tsin to the sea. Tung- 
chow is the “landing place” of Pekin, and beyond 
this poiat the water way is of no avail. Further 
dispatches will enable us to form some estimate of 
the probabilities in favour of the Allies having got as 
far as Tung-chow this autumn. Between Tien-tsia and 
Tung-chow there will have been always a possibility of 
meeting Imperial envoys empowered to negociate, who, 
if they sign another treaty, will again tell the Chinese 
people through the Pekin Gazette, that yielding to the

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UNITED STATES’ POLITICS.
